Aa to teete, many pereooe, disregard 
log the manifest evidence# of dirt a# 
causing the color, profeee to prefer 
greatly the ''good old-taebloned sugar" of 
dark oulor ; while other#, esteeming 
‘‘cleauliueea next to godliness,'' e«U fur 
the pure sugar of I'gbt hue and delicate 
llivor. It being free from admixture with 
twigs, leaves and ail mauuer of dirt. 
Occasionally only you would see beau¬ 
tiful c*krs of nearly white augar. only 
tinged with yellow, and bearing the truly 
dellcloua and characteristic maple flavor. 
The reputation of the makers of suoh 
sugar ha# spread abroad. 

But let ua prepare tor tbe sugar oamp 
of seventy years ago. Firet, tbe spiles. 
Tbeee were prepared beforehand during 
stormy days, when tbs men and boys 
were shut In from outdoor work. They 
wsrs split from tbe edge of s bll et of 
pine which, elx Inches or so In length, 
bad been aawsd or chopped from tbs log 
and spilt Into billets or plank a about one 
and one-fourth Inches In thtekuess. 
Wltb s gouge theee could be split very 
readily from toe edge of tbe straight- 
grained pice, and then sharpened tu/Lbb 
exact shape of tbe gouge. On la f 
morning in spring, with a gentle winterly 
breexe, tbe bead-farmer, with b 
man sod bla boys, and blayoka of 
oxen drawing the tied iadeo with eptlea, 
pail# and other receptacles, take# bla 
way to tbs sugar camp. This baa been 
previously oboes# with some cars—a 
spot naturally sheltered from lbs north¬ 
east wind and loeated with doe regard to 
nonvsntooes of nocenn, tod usually pro¬ 
tested by n rude abed of boards sod 
slabs. Bare they store tbs balk of IMr 
things, and two of tbs oompany proceed 
to Up Us tress, while tbs ethers, with 
lb« /ohi of young oat Us sad sled, go in 
qneetof firs- wood, to sake that o —senary 
oi tide baa not already been provided. 
Tbs farmer, axe la hand, approaching n 
selected use, chooses afspot on tbs trank 
directly over which grows n considerable 
row of lusty branches, and with three 
or four vigorous strokes b« chops Into It 
n sUotlog gash four or five Inches In 
length aod to tbe depth of about one 
Inch In tbe tree, making tbs lower side 
of tbe out Inclined Inward aod dowo- 
fMd, so m to retain tbe flowing aap and 
dtoeborge tbe same at Its lower end. 
Just beneath this tbe gouge to driven

forgot to ply the frequent skimmer upon 
all tbs kettle#. la order to remove every 
eppearenoe of flltb aod foreign Ingre¬ 
dients. wblea otherwise would 
aod bs loesrporatsd with the 
How aod thsa you son flod a 
to snatch ap tbs sap-yobs to your shoul¬ 
ders, and wltb ths two pelto twinging 
tbsrafrom, bring la n small load of sap 
rrom tbs nsarby trees; while others to 
libs meonsr go to mors distant trsss 
sad bring in many loads; or It may bs 
that wltb a barrel or two faetoood on Ua 
elsd, tbs steers ars again to requisition 
to bring In barrel loads of asp from Ua 
moat dlatest trees of Ua bash. 

But Us liquid to Us smallest kettle 
baa taken oo n darker bon ; It bolls wlU 
n different look and wlU a different 
sound. It to almost thick enough for 
syrup. Let ua try It wltb s dipper or 
wltb tbs skimmer. Dip tbs skimmer 
Into tbs hot syrup ; then bolding It up, 
let tbe syrup drain from the edge, if 
two drops appear at once and alowly 
epproaob each other, aod are Anally de¬ 
tached from the skimmer’s edg», coo- 
oect*<J only by a thin flic of syrup, "It 
aprons that K, It la nearly ready or the 
•trainer. Soon, when It aprous more 
readily and more widely, It rnuet be 
tskeo off and strained, either through 
thick tnutlln or through fltnnel, or both, 
and It Is then ready to bs sugared off, 
except that you may allow It to et»nd for 
a few hours for Impurities to settle. 

For sugaring off, the tyrup to placed 
In s kettle specially devoted to tbs pur¬ 
pose, aod bung over n alow die. Tbto 
sugaring off to often tbs occasion of 
much a port and merry-making. Often 
you* friends and neighbors "happen In" 
Just to bavs a tuts of your oles new 
warm sugar. Sometimes oouslos, oleosa 
and ospbewa and other relatives ars In¬ 
vited to a warm sugar party, aod tbao It 
ta usual for them to have g*y, Jovial aod 
street times. Tbe syrup, clean and purs, 
having been racked off from Its sedi¬ 
ment before being placed In ths 
ettle, must now be watched to ass that 
neither boll* over nor beoomsa 
orohed from too hot a Bra. But It 
Ua beautifully and steadily oo wltb a 
pscull r plop, plup, plupplug sound, 
which pleasantly betokens tbs coming 
feast, as do also Its oolor, so soft aod 
rich, aod Its unsurpassed fragrant#.
